It is hoped that these occasional 
letters from up-State New York, of 
which this is the second, will have the 
effect of inducing the deaf hereabouts 
to read the Journal, their own State 
paper for the deaf, and like it well 
enough to subscribe. 

Many do not know that the 
Journal was born in Mexico — not 
the Republic of Mexico, but Mexico, 
New York, a small town about thirty- 
five miles from Syracuse — having 
been started by the late Henry C.
